Harding and he talked with me of condi- 
tlons in Georgia, and stated that the fed- 
eral reserve board then had under 
sion a plan to liberalize the construction 
of the federal reserve act whereby state 
banks could participate. I told him that I 
thought it very essential to the fullest suc- 
cess of the law that state .banks of suffi- 
cient capital should be favored, as the more 
popular the law was made in its operations. 
the more certain its success, which, after all. 


must occur, or the law will be repealed. But 
I also expressed the opinion that either a 
fovernment or a state rural credits law was 


very necessary, especially during present 
conditions when our farmers owe money’and 
cannot pay, not because they haven't good 
land security to offer, but because they can 
not borrow on their land except at ruinous 
rates of interest and oppressive terms. 


We emphasize the importance of our 
farmers diversifying their crops, but at 
present cotton is about the only crop that 
can be sold advantageously for cash, vet 


if our farmers could obtain a long-time loan 
at a low rate of interest or their land. manv 
of them could experiment and diversity with 
the funds thus provided, and cotton could 
be made a surplus crop, as it should be. 

If there is no constitutional barrier, why 
isn’t Georgia, with her superb financial ‘sit- 
uation, the state to start this economic con- 
servation scheme”

culture of Minnesota. The compelled recta- 
mation may cost six million dollars. Today 
this land is a swamp similar in area to the 
| great swamps of southeastern Virginia and 
/ southeastern Georgia, although not so ex- 
tensive as the swamp lands in Louisiana 
Within a few vears much has been learned 
about the engineering methods needed for 
the reclamation of swamp lands. This is now 
so highly perfected that some of those who 
are competent to make estimates feel as- 
sured that this reclaimed land in Minnesota 
—-which should be’ ready for agriculture 
within the next ten vears—will then be found 
to have a market value of many millions, 
perhaps as much as one hundred millions. 

Louisiana has taught the lesson necessary 
to learn if there is to be| reelamation of 
swamp lands. For about fifteen years 
reclamation of Louisiana swamps has been 
in progress and has so far succeeded that 
swamp lands which a-few vears ago could be 
bought for a few cents an acre now com- 
mand at least one hundred and twenty-five 
dollars an acre. Ultimately the greater part 
of the swamp lands of Louisiana will be re- 
claimed, and as these lands are of extraor- 
dinaryv fertility they will, when cultivated, 
yield rich returns not only to Louisiana, but 
to the country. The swamp lands of .Min- 
nesota for which reclamation work is soon 
to begin are comparatively small, when 
ilar lands of Louisiana are consideréd,. The 
Minnesota reclamation will involve about 
a million acres, whereas Louisiana has rear- 
ly thirty million acres which sooner or later 
will be entirely reclaimed. : 

Another Development. 

As one immediate effect of the Muropean 
war, men of science in co-operation with nen 
of capital are now busily occupied with the 
problem which involyes production in the 
United States of potash and to so great an 
extent that hereafter we need not rely upon 
Germany for this chemical vital to our agri- 
culture.
